1975—YEAR OF 
REALIGNMENT 

As we move across the 
threshold into 1975, serious 
economic dislocations are being 
widely prophesied for the up- 
coming twelve months. 

As 1974 drew to a close, 
serious setbacks were already 
evident in general activity, 
aggravated by the United Mine 
Workers’ strike in the coal 
industry and the deepening 
inertia in the housing field. 

Inflation continued to exact a 
heavy toll upon the purchasing 
power of consumers, business 
and all divisions of government. 

Little wonder, then, that we 
enter 1975 with the conviction 
that it will be no bed of roses. 

Rather, most of the year will 
be characterized by an at- 
mosphere of realignment, 
correcting a number’ of ex- 
cesses in order to place the 
economy on a healthier foun- 
dation from which renewed 
growth may come. 

Among the needed correc- 
tions are the reduction of 
burdensome consumer credit, 
the trimming of bloated 
governmental spending 
budgets, and a shrinking of 
business inventories unwisely 
accumulated in late 1973 and 
early 1974 as a hedge against 
possible shortages and-or up- 
spiraling prices. 

The truth is that swollen 
business inventories plus heavy 
business capital spending have. 
been responsible for at 
least a fair part of today’s 
monstrous inflation—having 
been, ironically enough, caused 
by fear of that very inflation’s 
earlier stages. 

If strong economic growth is

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Caramel plant to stay, 
remainder to be razed

Demolition of the former 
Marschall Division of Miles 
Laboratories corn processing 
plant (Union Starch) here is to 
begin after the first of the year, 
officials of Archer Daniels 
Midland Co., the present owner, 
announced Tuesday. 

ADM has contracted with the 

-Invirex Corp. of New York to 
“level everything between 19th 
and 20th streets’ which for- 
merly was the corn processing 
plant. 

Officials said the portion of 
the plant south of 19th Street, 
which contains the ADM 
_caramel color processing 
operation, will remain intact 
and no plans have been made 
for that area. 

Demolition is to begin 
“sometime after the first of the 
year,” and is expected to take 
about a year to complete, the 
officials said. 

ADM has already demolished 
portions of some buildings, but 
only when it was necessary to 
remove large pieces of 
equipment from inside the 
facilities, the spokesmen ex- 
plained. All the equipment that 
ADM wanted to be removed 
now is gone, they added. 

The site is to be leveled for 
sale or other possible use, but no 
specific plans have been made, 
it was disclosed. The buildings 
will be knocked into pieces and 
the rubble will be used to fill in 
the basements. 

All wood will removed. The 
lot then will be leveled, but 
concrete areas will be left as 
they are, until future plans for 
the area are made. 

“We feel a responsibility to 


the city for taking down an 
abandoned property which is 
becoming an eyesore and could 
pose a danger for people getting 
in,” the spokesmen said. 

It was emphasized that under 
the demolition contract, Invirex 
Corp. has taken possession of all 
material in the buildings and 
has all salvage rights. 

The property will remain 
under security with guards and 
dogs to keep unauthorized 
persons out, the spokesmen 
said 

The 7i-year-old plant was 
constructed in 1903 by St. Louis 
Syrup and Preserving Co. to 
manufacture corn syrup. Its 
grind capacity was 12,000 
bushels daily. 

In 1907, the Corn Products 
Refining Co., with its chain of 
corn grinding plants throughout 
the Midwest, purchased the 
Granite City plant and 
manufactured ‘‘Karo, the 
Spread for Daily Bread.’ The 
plant went to a nine-hour 
working day in 1918 

The plant was sold in 1919 to 
the Best-Clymer Co. and was 
operated for three years as the 
Temptor Corn Products Co. The 
operation proved unsuccessful 
and in February 1922 the plant 
was sold to Union Starch. 

Union Starch operated the 
facility 45 years, selling it to 
Miles Laboratories in 1967. 

In 1922, when Union Starch 
transferred its entire operations 
to Granite City, products were 
dry starch for household and 
other uses, corn syrup, Pennant 
brand table syrup, corn sugar, 
corn oil and cattle feed from 
corn milling byproducts. 

In addition, caramel, - food 
coloring, food flavor crystals, 


oil cake meal and gluten meal 
were later made by the com- 
pany. , 
During the depression years 
of the 1930s, while other in- 
dustries. were _ faltering, 
production at Union Starch 
remained fairly constant. 


During one period, from April 
1933, the company operated on a 
seven-day weekly schedule, 
filling orders for corn sugar and 
glucose. 

The company began a 
modernization program in 1937,

General Steel may 
relocate engineering 
offices within GC 


Plans to locate an engineering 
office of General Steel 
Industries in the building for- 
merly occupied by Maryland 
Market at 2205 Pontoon Road 
were disclosed at a regular 
meeting of the Granite City 
Council Monday night 


The proposal was made 
known in a petition for a use 
permit that would authorize 
establishment of the office and 
use of testing machinery and 
equipment in what is now a C-1 
(eommercial) zoning 
classification. 


The petition said General 
Steel Industries “desires to use 
(the location) for _ its 
engineering office, including 
the use of stress fatigue testing 
machinery, apparatus and 
equipment, and its engineers, 
designers, stress calculators 
and supporting administrative 


personnel.”” 

A spokesman later told the 
Press-Record that the move is 
intended to vacate quarters now 
used by the engineering 
department of GSI at the for- 
mer Castings Division plant 
here. The plant formerly oc- 
cupied by General Steel now is 
owned by Granite City Steel and 
the GSI engineering depart- 
ment has been operating there 
on a tenant basis. 


If a proper location is not 
found .in Granite City, the 
engineering department 
probably would be moved to St. 
Louis, the spokesman said. The 
department employes about 16 
persons. 


The petition, which asked that 
the request be referred to the 
City Plan Commission for -a 
public hearing, said: 

“The property (2205 Pontoon 


Road) is presently zoned C-1 for

in 1972. 

Mr. Ford had similar ideas 
when he was thrust into the 
office of President early last 
fall and had to pick a vice 
president nominee. From a 
long list of possibilities Mr. 
Ford trimmed the names 
down to three ... Nelson 
Rockefeller, George Bush 
(now ambassador to China) 
and Donald Rumsfeld. 

Immediately after Mr. Ford 
became President, he let

No ‘gold rush’ 
expected here

Private ownership of gold will 
become legal on Tuesday, Dec. 
31, and may. be purchased 
through Quad-City banks, 
although none of the local banks 
will keep gold on inventory. 

It has been illegal for in- 
dividuals to own gold bullion 
since April 5, 1993, but that ban 
now is about to end. 

“We will act as an agent for 
our customers who might want 
gold and will shop to get them 
the best price,” Ernest A. 
Karandjeff, president of the 
Granite City Trust and Savings 
Bank and president of the 
American National Bank of 
Granite City, said today. 

“I don’t believe there will be 
much of a demand for gold, as it 
is not that good of an in- 
vestment,” Karandjeff added. 

Harley Davis, a vice- 
president of the First Granite 
City National Bank, said that if 
customers wish to buy gold, the 
bank will purchase it for them 
through correspondent banks 
but. there~are no plans at this 
time to keep any on hand here. 

“I doubt if we have much, if 
any, demand for gold,"” James 
Foley, auditor of the First 


National Bank in Madison, 
commented: “If our customers 
want it, we can buy it for them 
through St. Louis. 

“] doubt if any of our 
customers will want to 
speculate on the gold market. 
‘The cost of gold is already high, 
and buying it by. individuals 
would make it even more ex- 
pensive,” Foley said. 

Factors which could affect 
individuals purchasing the 
metal include: a record high 
price for gold on the world 
market, plus the cost of sales 
commissions, service charges, 
shipping, sales taxes, insurance 
and storage. These factors 
could increase the purchase 
price as much as 20 per cent, it 
has been estimated. 

Federal agencies have 
prohibited savings and loan 
associations from dealing in 
gold. Some stock pre 
are expected to sell gold, a 
will also be available through 
some mail order houses and 
retail stores, 

Gold was reported selling on 
the London market this week at 
$194.50 per ounce. With the 
legalization of ownership in the 
United States, the price is ex- 
pected to go even higher.

Price cites reform» 
moves by Congress 


“‘Reform-minded” is the way 
Rep. Melvin Price (Dem., 23rd 
Ill.) has described the 93rd 
Congress jn his year-end report 
to the local district. 

“This Congress convened in 
1973 with a feeling that it was 
time for a change in our nation’s 
‘policies and the way.our nation 
conducts its business. 

“It began what at times 
became a painful process of 
restoring the balance between 
the execytive and legislative 
branches of government. 

“This process will. continue 
but the 93rd Congress laid solid 
groundwork in its accomplish- 
ments,”? he commented. . 

Rep. Price said landmark 
legislation was passed in three 
major areas: political reform, 
economic reform and social 
welfare. 

In the area of political 
reform, the local congressman 
cited the Federal Election 
Financing Act Amendments 
which strengthened campaign 
finance laws by limiting con- 
tributions to. candidates and 
campaign expenditures for 
federal representatives. 

Revision within the House 
itself included the opening of 
subcommittee chairmanships 
to less senior members. 

“The Budget Control Act will 
aid in keeping federal ex- 
penditures within budget limits 
and also prevent Presidential 
impoundment of funds ap- 
proved by Congress. 

“Congressional duties under 
the 25th Amendment were 
exercised twice in the approval 
of Vice-Presidents,"" he noted. 

“Congress also took decisive 
steps to pull the nation out of its 
recession. Energy was high on 
the priority list, as legislation 


‘extended 


“Possibly the most important 
legislation for workers was the 
Emergency Jobs and \Unem- 
ployment Assistance Act which 
will create 300,000 public ser- 
vice jobs nationwide, and 13 
weeks of federally-funded 
unemployment 
compensation to those who have 
exhausted regular benefits or 
are not covered by existing 
programs.” 

Rep. Price pointed to “the 
intense interest of this Congress 
in social welfare legislation. 

“The Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act 
provides $29 billion in federal 
aid to education through 4 
variety of programs,’’ he 
estimated. 

In areas of particular interest 
to Southern Illinois, Rep. Price 
noted new housing laws to 
benefit lower and middle in- 
come families, and mass 
transportation operation and 
construction grants, including 
airport development. 

The Surface Mining Control 
Act and the Safe Drinking 
Water Act were two of the en- 
vironmental laws passed to help 
insuré continuation of the 
ecological balance. 

“Finally,” Rep. Price said, 
“‘pension reform, increased 
Social Security and veterans’ 
benefits and the new minimum 
wage law will aid workers 
throughout the country. 

“The 93rd Congress has not 
solved all the ills of this nation 
and I am sure we all agree that 
much is left to be done. 

“However, the dedication and 
concern manifested by the 
members of this Congress will 
not soon be forgotten.

first NIT championship and 
Michigan, which beat Indiana 
in the league’s third playoff 
game ever, finishing fourth in 
the NCAA tournament. 

Also, four teams had a shot 
at the conference title going 
into the final week and 27 of 
the 70 league games were 
settled by five or fewer points. 

From that race, 35. of 50 
reguars return along with 
several of the league’s top 
scorers, shooters and re- 
bounders. Added to the double 
round-robin schedule of 18 
games, that means the 
Hoosiers are looking for any- 
thing but an easy time. Even 
with their abundance of 
talent, Bobby Knight's team 
may have to rely on history 
for any clear-cut advantage. 
Indiana won the only other 18 
game schedule (1953) with a 
17-1 record. 

Here's a team by team re- 
view of personnel: 


INDIANA: 

“Our basketball team has 
impressed me as being one of 
the hardest working group of 
players I've had in 10 years of 
coaching,’ said Knight, 
whose Hoosiers were 12-2 in 
the Big 10 and 23-5 over-all 
last year. 

“As a coach, I’m concerned 
about two things when I’m 
putting a team together: 1) 
I'm _ concerned about how 
hard my team is working and 
it’s attitude; 2) I'm concerned 
about the improvements other 
teams on the schedule have 
made.. That’s something you 
can’t judge until you're 8 or 10 
games into the season.” 

Knight has four regular 
starters returning — Buck- 
ner, Green, Stott.

“T’'m not that awfully con- 
cerned about a starting line- 
up,” said Knight.

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No basis for injecting bitterness into the airport issue 


The question of this metropolitan 
area’s airport future has been 
debated primarily on the issues and 
the supposed facts. Unfortunately, 
in recent weeks there has been a 
trend toward accusation and 
denunciation, injecting needless 
bitterness that could prove 
damaging to all citizens as this 
region struggles to keep pace 
economically with the rest of the 
United States. 

A St. Louis publication has begun 
directing heavy fire against the 
Ilinois-based St. Louis Metropolitan 
Area Airport Authority and its 
highly-regarded executive director, 
Arven H. Saunders, a former top 
official of the Dulles and Washington 
National airports. 

It would be easier to accept the 
tirade at face value had not the same 
publication a few weeks ago tipped 
its hand by running an unusual 
photograph of Saunders. 

Publication of a head-and- 
shoulders picture of a public figure 
is not out of the ordinary, of course. 
But there usually are a variety of 
photos available — studio portraits 
and other posed, flattering views, 
along with random pictures taken 
during meetings, receptions or 
public talks. 

Cameras may never lie, but it is 
possible to catch an individual with 
his mouth open, his eyes diverted or 
a fleeting, unrepresentative expres- 
sion on his countenance. When a 
publication appears to go out of its 
way to dig out of its file the most 
unflattering photo available, one 
wonders if its editorial point of view 
is beginning to intrude upon its news 
section. 

In any case, the basic situation is 
that both Missourians and 
Illinoisans a few years ago voiced 


“1,000 per cent’? support for 
establishment of a major new 
airport in an undeveloped area of 
Illinois next to St. Louis, with the 
existing Lambert Field scheduled to 
continue in busy use as a general 
airport. 

Airlines, meanwhile, would utilize 
the safer and more spacious landing 
field in Lllinois. 

Lambert is relatively convenient 
to the Quad-Cities but is hemmed in 
by homes and industries: By the 
time a big new airport could be built 
in Illinois, even if work began 
immediately, it seems certain that 
Lambert would be heavily congested 
and in need of such relief. 

‘The push for a new airport is not 
meant to hurt Lambert or St. Louis 
County but to enable the entire bi- 
state St. Louis regién to compete 
successfully for industrial head- 
quarters, commercial activity and 
new residents in the coming 
decades. 

Nor would there be serious 
economic disruption around 
Lambert, studies of ‘‘second 
airports”’ at other major cities have 
shown. Yet, a_ full-fledged anti- 
Illinois campaign may now ‘be 
developing over Missourians’ fear of 
loss of vested interésts. 

Certainly, Mr. Saunders came to 
this region with the best of motives 
and has operated in a candid, 
competent manner that has built 
considerable public confidence in his 
ability and principles. 


If there is a constructive point to 
be served in the issue of what degree 
of expenditure verification is 
desirable, we hope it can be pursued 
without further character assassina- 
tion of Mr. Saunders in particular 
and Ilinoisans in general.

Technology for Lambert capacity plan doesn’t exist 


By ARVEN H. SAUNDERS

The Parsons’ study has not 
reached the point where 
positive conclusions can be 
drawn, and the final report is 
not due until next month. They 
are still exploring all possible 
avenues which could extend the 
life of Lambert Airport. 

Many of these proposals have 
been reviewed in the past by 
other agencies and consultants 
and discarded as not feasible. 
We are confident the same 
conclusion will be reached this 
time. 

The one new issue which 
Parsons is addressing, 
however, is the possibility of 
some new technology which is 
still in the research and 
development stage. 

Parsons is exploring the 
possibility of increasing _ the 
airfield capacity at Lambert 
through the implementation of 
this as yet hypothetical new 
technology. 

This is the principal issue 
being raised by Parsons. Even 
if most of this new technology 
becomes atreality, we and our 
consultants seriously question 


that it will provide the capacity 
increases suggested by Par- 
sons 

For example, Parsons relies 
heavily on a new, yet-to-be 
developed wake turbulence 
sensor system to increase peak 
hour capacity 

In the past, a DC-9 closely 
following a larger jet was 
completely upset by wake 
turbulence and crashed. 

R. Dixon Speas advises us 
that their discussions with the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration and Federal 
Aviation Administration in- 
dicate that while the new “wake 
turbulence sensors” proposed 
by Parsons would warn of the 
presence of turbulence, they 
would not eliminate wake 
turbulence and, therefore, 
would not increase capacity. 

Parsons has assumed a 
theoretical ideal queuing of 
arrival aircraft. In real life, 
aircraft will not arrive in an 
order which will give an op- 
timum capacity. 

The U. S. Airways System 
cannot be operated in such a 
manner ‘to accommodate St. 
Louis capacity problems. 

Speas has analyzed Parsons’ 
proposals using real life 


arrivals and has found capacity 
will range from 65 to 70 peak 
hour operations, not the 90-plus 
indicated by Parsons. 

Parsons indicates capacity 
would be substantially in- 
creased by introduction of 
microwave instrument landing 
systems. We and FAA believe 
that microwave systems will 
produce minimal, if any, 
capacity increases. 

It should be pointed out that 
Parsons first predicted that as 
high as 136 peak hour 
movements would be possible at 
Lambert. In successive 
briefings, * 
down to 92 and may be reduced 
further. 

Our preliminary reviews 
indicate that closely separated 
runways, as at Lambert, even 
with all the new technology 
instrumentation, do-not provide 
the high IFR capacity whick is 
required. 

Previously, Parsons has 
indicated that Runway 6-24, 
representing an investment of 
about $12 million, would have to 
be eliminated in order to obtain 
maximum. utilization of the 
closely separated perallel 
runways, but their position is 
now unclear.

Parsons proposed that run- 
way 12L-30R, the closely 
separated 6,600-foot parallel, be 
extended to 10,000 feet to permit 
it to handle all arrivals. 

We have performed a 
preliminary review of the ap- 
proaches to such a runway. 

It would present some 
serious, if not insurmountable, 


problems such as relocation of . 


Lindbergh Boulevard, lowering 
of the Norfolk and Western 
mainline tracks, removal of a 
portion of the McDonnell 
Douglas main plant and other 
facilities, closing or relocating 
Brown Road and removal of 
many other obstructions, in- 
cluding buildings. 

Parsons has shown an over- 
reliance on heavy aircraft “to 
reduce operations demand, not 
recognizing that airlines are 
moving back to smaller aircraft 
and increased frequencies. 
Therefore, high operations 
capacity is necessary to meet 
the operational demand. 

The Parsons study recom- 
mends severe constriction of 
general aviation activity. 

While we ‘recognize some 
constraint will be necessary 
even to keep Lambert operating 
until a new airport is con- 
structed, we seriously question 


whether it could be constrained 
to the degree which Parsons has 
indicated.

56,000 items in area's 
unique folklore archive x 


, Today, Grandma’s favor- 
ite quilt serves a higher 
purpose than simply act- 
ing as a coverlet for her 
grandchildren. The quilt’s 
pattern and its construc- 
tion materials tell folk- 
lorists how the American 
experience has tempered 
generations of families, 
according to John Oldani, 
assistant professor of Eng- 
lish language and literature 
at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville. 

Quilt patterns are only 
one type of American 
folklore that Oldani 
researches and collects. 
More than 56,000 dvcu- 
ments, oral texts, items, 
and other materials col- 
lected by the SIUE profes- 
sor have been turned 
over to the Southern 
Illinois Folklore Archive. 
The archive was _ estab- 
lished at the University 
this fall to collect, catalog, 
and preserve materials 
which pertain to the 
traditions and cultures of 
Illinois history. 

Quilt patterns are 
known by different names 
in different parts of the 
country, according to 
Oldani. ‘‘Bear claws” in 
one section of the country 
become “bear paws” when 
they reach another area. 
“Broken dishes” are known 
as “broken plates’ some- 
place else. “We're collect- 
ing names of quilt patterns 
as they are known here in 
Southern Illinois,’ Oldani 
said. 

The folklore archive is 
the only one of its kind in 
the state and has been 
recognized and approved 
by the Library of Congress 
for listing in the Directory 
of Libraries and Museums. 
Numerous amateur and 
semi-professional _folklor- 
ists have collected and 
published lore from the 
southern part of the state, 
but a central archive had 
never been recognized for 
the wealth of materials 
pertaining to this region. 

Oldani’s interest in Illi- 
nois folklore began through 
his Croatian grandmother. 
He has been collecting 
folklore texts since he was 
in high school and chose 
the subject as a concentra- 
tion when working for his 
doctorate in American 
Studies at Washington 
University. 

The migration of Euro- 
pean cultures to the 
United States at the turn 
of the century and the 
intermarriages between 
these cultures created a

He studies 
transitions of jokes as they 
are passed from one gener- 
ation to another. 

4Jesus jokes, elephant 
jokes and Confucian 
jokes are newer examples 
of American folklore,” 
Oldani said. ‘It’s the 
communication of group 
to group, age to age, and 
parent to child. It’s the 
informal learning process 
within a society ‘that is 
passed down through the 
generations orally,"’ he 
said. 

According to Oldani, the 
Slavic Easter tree is an 
example of the way tradi- 
tions are tempered in their 
voyage across the sea and 
through the years. The 
tree is a defoliated tree 
branch decorated much 
like a Christmas tree. It 
represents the cross on 
which Christ died. During 
the Easter season, mem- 
bers of the family are 
encouraged to make and 
hang their own ornament 
on the tree, expressing 
their talent and what the 
season means to them. 

The tradition of the 
Slavic Easter tree is no 
longer used in Europe. 
But descendants of those 
Croatians who came to 
America many years ago 
still trim one.

area. According to Oldani, 
who is of Italian and 
Croatian descent, there are 
more than 8,000 people of 
Slavic origin in the area. 
Woven into their family 
lives are the oral tradi- 
tions that must be col- 
lected before the old 
people have all died, 
Oldani said. Oldani has 
enrolled in a Croatian 
language course so he can 
interview immigrants liv- 
ing in the St. Louis area. 

SIUB is the only univer- 
sity in the state offering 
a course in folklore. Oldani 
sees this as an opportunity 
to preserve folk cultures in 
Illinois. “This is the class 
where you'll meet your 
grandmother,” he said. 

As Olduni mentioned the 
folklore class at a nursing 
home he visited recently, 
one senior citizen told him, 
“It's about time they were 
teaching something worth- 
while in college.” 

“These people have a lot 
to give us,”’ Oldani said. 
“We've got to collect the 
oral folk texts while we 
still can."”

The national outlook for job 
opportunities for college 
students graduating in 1975 may 
not be as dismal as predicted 
earlier, according to placement 
officers at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville and 
other colleges and universities. 

If a student is black. or 
female, or both, job op- 

portunities in many fields are 
Eood, according to a national 
survey. » 

If the student is majoring-fn 
accourtting or engineering, his 
chances are better than ‘ast - 
year and the starting salaries * 
are higher, the survey reports. 

At SIUE, the demand for 
accounting majors is as good as 
it ever has been, according to 
David. Van Horn, SIUE 
Placement director. During the 
fall quarter, numerous business 
and industrial firms scheduled 
intePviews on campus. 


“We had an’ excellent fall,” 
Van Horn said. Like the rest of 
the country, ‘‘at SIUE, the 
démand seems to be for ac- 
countants and engineers, 
mostly civil, electrical and 
technical.

End of the year is near, 
tax planning looms ahead 


Because important tax law 
changes are likely in 1975, it is 
essential that taxpayers survey 
their prospective liabilities 
now, before the end of 1974, and 
take — or delay — actions to 
hold those liabilities to a 
minimum, Quad-Cityans were 
advised today. 

The advice is from the Illinois 
CPA Society, which has com- 
piled a list of recommendations 
based in part on the prospects 
that a package of tax reforms 
could be adopted in the year 
ahead. 

One change proposed is an 
increase in the $2,000 maximum 
standard deduction (taken by 
those who don’t itemize). 

The certified public ac- 
countants suggest that the 
many taxpayers who stand to 
benefit if such increase goes 
through explore the advisability 
of itemizing deductions and 
taking as many deductible 
expenses as possible this year 
— having medical and dental 
work done, for example, and 
paying for it before the end of 
the year; pre-paying certain 
state taxes, ete. 

Other reasons the CPAs give 
for planning to take the stan- 
dard deduction next year are 
these additional proposed tax 
changes, any of which would 
make itemizing less attractive: 

1. Knocking out the deduc- 
tibility of state gasoline taxes. 

2. Repealing the exclusion of 


the first $100 of dividends from 
taxable income. 

3. Raising the exclusion of 
deductible medical expenses 
from 3 per cent of adjusted 
gross income to 5 per cent. 

4. Imposing an exclusion of 3 
per cent on casualty losses, over 
and above a new, flat exclusion 
of $50 per casualty. 

5S. Allowing deduction of 
“miscellaneous” expenses only 
in excess of $200. 

Another significant reform 
suggested to Congress is drastic 
reduction or elimination of the 
tax on capital gain realized in 
the sale of one’s home. 

If this change is adopted, 
taxpayers who sell their homes 
for more than they cost would 
be given a once-in-a-lifetime 
exemption from ‘the capital 
gains tax on houses selling for 
up to $35,000 and a reduced tax 
on sales above that amount. 

“This would appear to be a 
good reason for putting off until 
next year a home sale if it is 
expected to be the last such sale 
one will ever make,"’ says 
Claireen Herting, chairman of 
the taxation committee, Illinois 
CPA Society. 

“However, one has to keep in 
mind that the change in the 
capital gain tax is far from 
being an accomplished fact

Less oil consumption key to improving economic outlook—Percy

Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., 
acknowledging that he is going 
counter to public opinion, has 
called for a 10-cent federal 
‘gasoline tax which would go to 
20 cents a gallon on Jan. 1, 1976. 

The gasoline tax bill, to cut 
USS. oil consumption by 10 per 
cent by the end of next year, 
was one of five he introduced as 
energy conservation measures. 
Percy's gas tax, however, does 
have rebate features. 


Percy proposed, in addition to, 


the gas tax, a tax incentive 
program for new car purchases 
based on fuel efficiency, repeal 
of the income tax deductions for 
state and local gasoline taxes, 
strict enforcement of the 55- 
miles-an-hour: speed limit and 
abolition of the Highway Trust 
Fund. 

Percy told a news conference 
he is well aware of public 
opinion but that a threatening 
economic crisis calls for stern 
measures. 

“T have not always gone with 
popular opinion,” Percy said in 
response to questions. “I think 
popular opinion in this instance 
is wrong. 

“I feel deeply that positive 
steps must be taken. We can’t 
withhold this legislation.” 


Percy told reporters that, so 
far, in response to deepening 
economic gloom, “there has 
been a vacuum.” He suggested 
that he is trying to fill it. 

He said. President Gerald 
Ford has in effect told Congress 
that if it does not like his 
proposals, to give him‘ some 
alternative suggestions 


“Tam aware that some of the 
measures I am advocating. 
initially will be burdensome,” 
Percy said ina statement. “But 
we all must make sacrifices 
now to avoid economic disaster 
later.” 

His statement said the world 
is in the grip of inflation and 
fecession that threatens the

Everything getting up-to-date 
in those musty state archives

The building was built in the 
1930s and some of the 1930s 
practices were still in use when 
John Daly took over as director 
of the State Archives in August. 

“When I came I found that the 
Archives was filling up ‘high 
cost space,”’ he commented this 
week, “There are a lot of things 
here that should be stored 
someplace else to avoid the 
necessity of building another 
building.” 

AS a result, Archives per- 
sonnel are conducting a com- 
plete review of what is stored'in 
the building to determine if, 
indeed, it should be there. 

“The personnel are reviewing 
50,000 cubic feet of record 
space,” Daly said. 

The seven-story building 
contains 12 levels of storage 
space, and employs the 
department vault system. 

In other words, there are 
vaults containing’ records of 
agencies, commissions, code 
departments, etc., in the west, 
east and north vault areas 
located on the perimeter of the 
building. The archives stacks 
take up the south side. 

All of the materials are above 
the first three floors, which are 
used for office space. 

When an inventory of the 
vaults is completed — it should 
take about a year — one of three 
things will be done with each 
record: it will be stored in the 
central depository, sent to the 
record storage center or 
disposed of in a specified 
manner. 

The decision on what is to be 
done with each record will be 
left up to the individual office 
from which it came in 
cooperation with the Archives 
office, the State Records 
Commission and the Archives’ 
records management division. 

“This sounds as if it involves 
many people when, in fact, 
members of one unit arg often 
members of another,”’ the 


director said. “For example, I 
am a member of the Com- 
mission as well as the Archives 
office.” 

In addition to the review of all 
materials, another project is 
under way to catalogue all of 
the records in the Archives into 
a comprehensive manual. 

The nt one, “A Guide to 
Records Holdings,” is a 
sketchy listing of record groups

“The new manual will ‘be 
computer-indexed, allowing for 
a more specific listing of what 
information is available on any 
given subject,” he said. 

Scheduled for release in 1976, 
the catalogue project involves 
three staff members. At the 
present time, they are taking 
the preliminary inventory, jist 
completed after a year's work 
and compiling it into a list of 
group titles. 

“We ,have about 260 group 
titles,” said Vicky Irons, head 
of the project. “These titles 
represent who produced the 
record. For example, the titles 
include the names of the 
originating code departments, 
commissions, elected officers, 
ete.” 

By law, the Archives serves 
as a repository of state records. 
This includes all books, papers, 
maps, photographs and other 
official documentary materials, 
made, procured, executed ‘or 
received by any agency in 
accordance with the State 
Records, Act. 

‘The records on deposit may 
be used by the public or other 

state agencies in the Springfield 
building.

Flood program 
deadline July 1 


The Metro Study Stormwater 
Technical Committee is issuing 
a reminder to all metropolitan 
St. Louis communities that July 
1, 1975, is the deadline for 
qualifying for participation in 
the federal flood insurance 
program authorized under the 
Flood Disaster Protection Act 
of 1973. 

After the July 1 deadline, non- 
participating communities 
won't be eligible for federal 
loans and grants—and lending 
firms will be barred from 
making loans for construction 
in flood-prone areas where flood 
insurance programs are not in 
effect. 

The Stormwater Technical 
Committee — a panel of 
planners, engineers, and 
governing agency represen- 
tatives — is in the early stages 
of considering stormwater- 
related problems such as 
flooding, erosion and unwise use 
of flood-prone areas. 

Members also are reviewing 
existing methods for handling 
stormwater runoff, which is 
described as becoming an in- 
creasingly severe problem in 
most developed and developing 
sections of the region. 

While the committee is still in 
the process of defining its 
complete scope of work and 
objectives, members have 
agreed that consideration must 
be given to ways to prevent 
future  stérmwater-related 
problems. They see local 
community participation in the 
‘flood insurance program as a 
step in that direction. 

‘Under provisions of the Flood 
Disaster Protection Act, 
counties and identified flood- 
prone communities must 
request federal assistance to 
obtain the insurance. 

The communities. are 
required to survey floodplains 
and adopt minimal land use and 
flood control measures, such as 
regulating construction in 
floodplain areas where the 
possibility of serious flooding 
and potential property damage 
and destruction exist. 

About 140 communities in the 
4,501-square-mile. metropolitatt 
St. Louis area have been 
identified as flood prone 
communities. 

To date; 80 commynities — 23 
in Madison, Monroe and St. 
Clair Counties, Ill, and 57 in 
Franklin, St. Charles and St. 


participation. 
There are 3,836 policies in 
force in the Missouri counties, 


providing coverage to real 
estate valued at $65,797,000. 
Jefferson County has not taken 
the -necessary steps. which 
would permit communities and 
property owners there to 
participate in the program. 

Property owners in flood- 
prone areas cannot apply for 
the federally subsidized in- 
surance until counties and 
communities have qualified for 
participation in the program. 

“The real value of par- 
ticipation in the flood insurance 
program is that future unwise 
development in known. flood- 
plain areas will not be per- 
mitted or will have to meet 
established standards,”’ said 
Wallace Altes, director of 
planning, East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council, and a 
member of the committee. 

“Participation . will not 
correct flooding problems, but 
it will insure that — property 
owners have the opportunity to 
provide financial protection 
against property damage and 
destruction.”’ 

Altes said citizens - should 
check with local-level’ govern- 
ment officials to find out 
whether they are eligible to 
apply for the insurance. 

If not, citizens are en- 
couraged to urge the officials to 
take necessary steps to qualify 
for participation in the 
program.

Granite City Steel, which 
uses oil for many purposes, 
‘began operating its waste oil 
recovery unit three months ago. 

“By recycling and reclaiming 
its waste oil, Granite City Steel 
is able to produce a good grade 
fuel oil for conversion into 
energy in this age of dwindling 
energy supplies,” Harlie M. 
Love, manager of  en- 
vironmental technology for the 
steel plant, said. 

Granite City Steel, a division 
of National Steel Corporation, is 
no stranger to recycling 

‘The plant is cooperating with 
the city of St. Louis in the 
pioneer St. Louis Resource 
Recovery Project, in which a 
utility company burns the city’s 
refuse to generate electricity, 
and Granite City Steel pur- 
chases the ferrous metallics 
and re-melts them into steel 

In the latest program, the \\ 
waste oil is collected from oil 
skimming basins, rolling mill 
scale pits and other sources and 


is transported by tank trucks to ~~ 


the waste oil recovery plant. 

At the oil recovery plant, the 
oil-water emulsion is broken, 
which causes the oil to break 
free and float to the surface. 

The reclaimed oil is skimmed 
and stored in a holding tank. 
The emulsion layer in the 
process is returned to the 
beginning of the process and 
recycled. 

The clear water is drained to 
the in-plant sewer system for 
final treatment in the biological 
waste treatment basins. 

Love said the waste oil 
recovery plant is expected to 
increase its production capacity 
even though the present 
monthly production level of 
20,000 gallons “‘is a lot of oil.” 

The reclaiming unit is 
operated 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, by a rotating crew 
of four to five workers.

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THE TRIALS OF A NEW UNIVERSITY: ILLINOIS INDUSTRIAL| 
UNIVERSITY RECOMES THE UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS. 


One of Abraham Lincoln’s 
greatest legacies to Illinois ‘was 
the signing of the Morrill Act 
in 1862. An idea originating 
with Johnathan Baldwin Tum- 
er of Illinois College, the act 
provided public land to the 
states, the sale of which was to 
endow industrial and. agricul- 
tural education. 

From that act came the 
great land grant colleges of the 
Midwest, including the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. gt marked a 
major political cofmmitment to 
provide state-spported educa- 
tion for a class of students not 
previously reached by’ private 
education. 

Accordingly, the Ilinois In- 
dustrial University was char- 
tered in 1867 and opened in 
Champaign with 110 students 
in 1868. It was the state’s third 
publicly supported college, 
joining the Normal school and 
replacing the short-lived Illinois 
Agricultural College at Irven- 
ton. 

No sooner had ‘the univer- 
sity been chartered than a con- 
flict arose over the direction it 
should take. Trustee Matthias 
Dunlap of Champaign led those 
who wanted it to remain a 
strictly agricultural school. Re- 
vent John M. Gregory favored 
4 more comprehensive univer- 
sity, and by the 1880s engi- 
neering was the dominant pro- 
gram, Agricultural education 
was often misunderstood by 
farmers themselves. They ques- 
tioned changing traditional 
farming methods, and tended 
to be scornful of research into 
such areas as the difference 
between gnats and mosquitoes.

Other critics charged that stu- 
dents spent tao much: time on 
Greek and Latin and not e- 
nough on farming. 

In its.early years 'I.I.U. was 
set apart from the traditional 
collegiate mode. It had no 
song, no colors, no fraternities, 
and more important, gave no] 
degrees. Its motto, “Labor and! 
Leaming,” was in English in- 
stead of Latin. Student activ- 
ists pursuaded the General As- 
sembly to allow degrees in 
1877, the same year that Pro- 
fessor of Agriculture G. E. 
Morrow reiterated the school's 
pledge “to secure a wider and 
better education for the indus- 
trial classes.” The following 
spring Morrow planted what 
would become America’s old- 
est experimental com plot. 

University colors were a- 
dopted in 1879, and a school 
song in|1880. Students began a 
campaign to change the name 
of the school in 1884. “We 
want it understood,” they pro- 
claimed! in the /ilini, “that this 
is not a home for the feeble- 
minded, that homeless. repro- 
bates. are not received in 
charge, and that the dairy on 
the farm is not to supply milk 
for orphans.” On June 19, 
1885, the legislature designated 
the school’ the University of 
Illinois. 

With a new name, the U. of 
I. continued its transition from 
an innovative but narrowly 
focused agricultural and indus- 
trial trade school to a broad- 
rangirfg university striving for 
excellence in many. academic 
fields.

to be'revived, correction of such 
maladjustments is unavoidable 
and in'the process both inflation 
and money rates must be 
brought down to more tolerable 
levels. . 
"RECESSION, YES— 
DEPRESSION, NO 

When President Ford made 
his first economic policy 
proposals to Congress, the 
problem of inflation was 
foremost in the thinking of the 
public. 

At that time, many political 
aspirants and incumbents 
anxious to remain in office— 
with biennial elections looming 
just ahead—criticized the 
‘Administration for apparently 
giving more attention to war- 
ding off or coping with the 
recession than to battling in- 
flation. 

But the staff of Babson’s 
Reports took a contrary view, 
pointing out that, without 
playing down the seriousness of 
inflation, President Ford’s 
speech may have read the 
economic climate more 
correctly. .. that before too long 
fear of recession might outpace 
fear of inflation. 

There is no doubt that concern 
over recession has assumed, 
grave proportions. 

Inflation, unfortunately, is. no 
less acute, but, the freshet of 
layoff announcements in the 
last weeks of 1974 not only in- 
creased apprehension over the 
recession but brought talk of the 
possibility of a full-fledged 
depression. 

In the light of political, in- 
ternational and economic 
upheavals which have sapped 
public confidence for more than 
a year, this_ radical shift in 
thinking comes as no great 
surprise 

It is, however, (he contention 
of the staff of Babson's Reports 
that a depression on the order of 
that seen in the 1930s is not in 
the cards for 1975. 

Recessionary conditions will 
prevail for most of the new 
year, reflecting extension of the 
weakening that began in the fall 
of 1973 when the Arab oil em- 
bargo gave inflation its first 
brisk fillip. 

The label of recession was 
affixed when the statistical 
results for the first two quarters 
of 1974 became avai 
meeting the textbook defi 
of recession, with two con- 
secutive quarterly declines in 
the nation’s real Gross National 
Product (GNP in 1958 dollars — 
ex inflation) 

CUSHIONS AGAINST 
A DEPRESSION 

Comparing the present time 
with some years ago, we are 
aware of a great many changes 
of an adverse nature. 

From the end of World War IT 
through the better part of the 
1960s, there existed a period of 
high’ growth when both 
domestic and international 
economies were busily at- 
tempting to fulfill pent-up 
demand and the burgeoning 
needs of exploding-populations. 

‘Then, credit was plentiful and 
cheap, as were vital raw 
materials. 

These conditions no longer 
exist on that unrestricted scale, 
and the roles of the in- 
ternational powers of centuries’ 

‘standing have been undergoing 
fundamental reshufflings. 

Underdeveloped and 
emerging nations, singly or in 
blocs, are wresting a place for 
themselves in the world family 
as well as a powerful leverage 
in determining markets and 
prices for their valuable and 
much-needed natural resour- 
ces 

The 
however, 
recourse. 

The recession itself can do 
much to instill a measure of 
reason into what has become a 
bluster of ‘nationalistic and 
cartel policies on the: part of 
nations controlling key raw 
materials needed by the highly 
industrialized countries. 

The latter are re-evaluating 
their requirements, instituting 
conservation me: sures, 
hastening development . their 
own resources,,and making use 
of the technological expertise at 
their disposal to fashion sub- 
stitute materials and more 
efficient facilities. 

This country also has such 
depression defenses as the 
structure of transfer payments 
and the placement of a large 
portion of its workers in the 
relative security of service- 
oriented employment. In in- 
dustrial activities, multi-year 
labor pacts essai boosts in 
purchasing pow 

It should also be kept in mind 
that U.S. agriculture — already 
a mightly force in our economy 
— is in a position to prosper in 
an enviable way from the 
world’s shortfall of food. 

Capital equipment lines still 
have a full complement of 
backlogs in many instances, 
and additional business is 
waiting. in the wings for less 
costly financing. 

INFLATION: 
NO END IN SIGHT, 
BUT SOME RELIEF

seemed no prospect of any 
letdown in the intolerable rate 
of inflation. 

Though a diniinution of the 
pace may seem farfetched, we 
may actually have seen the 
worst of inflation for a while. 

In recent months, one after 
another of the primary in- 
dustrial commodities which are 
highly sensitive to changes in 
the economic climate have 
crested over, and now that 
industrial and commercial 
activities ar@on the defensive it 
will be difficult for double-digit 
inflation to persist without the 
help of demand-pull influences. 

The staff of Babson's Reports, 
however, warns that while the 
most acute fires of inflation can 
be somewhat dampened in 1975, 
a return to “zero” inflation is 
surely not in sight. 

It could only be brought about 
by way of complete price-wage- 
profits -controls, and even this 
would be but a temporary 


palliative followed by fresh, 
spurts of inflation when 
decontrols ultimately became 
effective. 

So, in spite of the numerous 
catch-up price increases'seen in 
1974, there must inevitably 
work their way into higher 
peices such factors as fresh 

ge hikes, the lower level of 
preduetivity caused by the 
récession, and impacted 
costs... albeit at a lessening 
rate as the year progresses. 


‘The nature of inflation during . 


1975 will, in. fact, shift from 
demand-pull to cost-push. 
MIXED INFLUENCES 
FROM 1974 

As indicated earlier, in this 
1975 forecast, there was a spurt 
in business inventory buying as 
well as in consumer purchasing 
in the forepart of 1974, reflec- 
ting fear of shortages and

This sustained business at a 
higher level for a longer period 
than had earlier seemed 
possible.

excessive, particularly when 
consumer demand turned 
sticky; 1974 midyear predic- 
tions favored a business 
deceleration to permit trim- 
ming inventories to more 
normal levels.

So the, 1974 final- 
quarter fall-off in business was 
far steeper than expected, with 
the strike in the coal mines 
adding its bit. 

While this, slump was op 
pressive in terms of business 
and consumer sentiment, there 
was implicit within it a ray of 
hope for 1975 beyond the initial 
months. 

During the balance of the 
winter similar cutbacks will 
doubtless prevail, guaranteeing 
a continued business softening. 
While some additional slippage 
may be seen thereafter, it 
appears likely that the spring, 
summer, and at least part of the 
fall season will witness a bot- 


toming-out process in 
preparation for a revival late in 
the year. 

ABRUPT, STRONG 
RECOVERY NOT LIKELY 
For 1975 we must repeat a 

caution made in the 1974 
forecast: 

High prices, weakened 
confidence, and debt burdens 
will prevent consumers from 
wieldi: their usual power in 
revitalizing the economy, as 
was the case in other post-World 
War II recessions. 

Moreover, with long-term 
money rates not apt to settle 
back appreciably or quickly 
from recent peaks, home 
building and business capital 
outlays will have a difficult time 
to expand significantly. 

But even with inflation 
hovering ‘well above the con- 
fortable level, a guarded and 
sound resurgence of economic 
activity would certainly be 
desirable. 

GNP AND 

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 

Because of inflation, it will be 
necessary to differentiate 
between the two versions of the 
Gross National Product when 


Thus, one must look to the 
GNP in constant dollars (1958 is 
the base period) for a true in- 
sight into the “State of the 
economy. 

For 1975, the staff of Babson’s 
Reports forecasts further dips 
in the real GNP, extending 
possibly into the third quarter 
before turning up. 

We look for a downward trend 
in factory output during the 
greater part of the year, with 
maximum losses in the first half 
and an uptrun toward the latter

Despite some losses early in 
the year, employment should 
enjoy a higher average during 
1975 than it did in 1974, even 
though at the expense of shortér 
workweeks in industrial and 
mercantile line’, at least until 
business takes on a healthier 
tone late in the year. 
Unemployment is less 
hopeful. The expansion of the 
jobless ranks seen as 1974 
worked to a clase will un 
doubtedly persist into the spring 
weeks before tapering off. 
With the growing civilian 
labor force, however, it is 
doubtful that the unemployment 
rate can be held much below 8 
per cent at the anticipated 
early-summer peak. Even in 
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the early stages of the next 
business upswing, it will be 
difficult to shrink the jobless 
rate in view of the esate

But with or without such 
recession-fighting steps, it 
seems inevitable that consumer 
buying power will be bolstered 
by higher gross personal in- 
comes as the new year moves 
along, even though there will be 
limited real headway until 
corrosive inflation is reduced to 
the single-digit range. 

Over the past couple of years, 
inflation-conscious union

flation. During 1974 there 
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leaders have negotiated 
lucrative wage boosts and 
‘ringe benefits. The pay

BUILDING 
AND CONSTRUCTION 

New housing starts were hurt 
severely in 1974, exceeding the\, 
anticipated decline. 

Our forecast of 1.3 .million 
seemed unduly pessimistic at 
the start of 1974, in contrast to 
the 1.8 million projected by 
most economic forecasters.

In the second half of 1973 and 
in 1974, price markups ‘to 
compensate for brisk cost 
advances made many year-to- 
year profits comparisons look 
better than they were.

portfolio. 

In short, this is the tirne to set 
one’s portfolio in a position to 
benefit fully from the next 
major market advance, the 
start of which will doubtless 
emerge in 1975 from whatis now 
a base-building phase. 

Symptomatic of any bot- 
toming-out process is the 
market's propensity to bob 
around. 

But when this high vojatility

Koepke will 
aid research 


The National Council for 
Urban Economic Development 
(CUED) in Washington has 
chosen Robert L. Koepke, an 
associate professor of earth 
sciences at Southern Illinois 
University at. Edwardsville, as 
a member on its research and 
policy analysis committee. 

Koepke is one of 21 
“‘think-tank’’ researchers 
across the U.S. who will explore 
economic issues vital to urban 
leaders. 

The newly-established 
committee will guide CUED’s 
efforts in investigating and 
educating cities in their local 
economic development. The 
committee will take inventory 
of what has been done in the 
past and what is now being done 
to attack local economic 
stagnation. 

“We will look at what cities 
are doing for themselves on a 
national basis,” Koepke said. 
“‘Most larger central cities have 
a governmental agency 
researching economic 
development in their areas. The 
committee will determine what 
research these agencies are 
undertaking, so that we don’t 
spend money incorrectly,” he 
said. 

The Council has already 
published findings on how 
localities have adjusted to 
defense base closings, economic 
development policy, and energy 
and local economic develop- 
ment. 

CUED’s information services 
to the cities will also provide 
insights in such areas as land 
supply,’ financing of new 
business development, 
taxation, location decision- 
making and how to obtain 
federal assistance. 

According to CUED, urban 
leaders are rec that 
effective economic develop- 
ment programs require plan- 
ning, technical skill, wide-range 
community support and dollars. 

“Hopefully, some of the 
research we come up with can 
be used to solve some of, our 
urban problems. in-St. Louis, 
East St. Louis and the 
surrounding area,’’ Koepke 
said.

With help from Mr, Robson 
and assistants -working under 
his direction, the Authority filed 
with the federal government 
what has been described as the 
most complete draft 
Environmental Impact 
Statement ever presented for an 
airport. 

The statement has withstood 
every challenge in every 
respect. . 

Had the St. Louis airport 
question been handled in a 
normal manner, the 
preparation of the statement 
would have ended the need for 
Mr. Robson's services on a 
heavy basis. 

Unfortunately, in the period 
since the application was filed 
in 1972, there has been an 
almost unending barrage of 
misrepresentation ‘by others. 

The most notable of these 
misrepresentations was the 
notorious Lambert 2000 Plan of 
the Missouri-St. Louis 
Metropolitan Airport Authority.

Manufacturers say court 
upholds their contention 


“Our view that the Illinois 
Pollution Control Board has 
failed to adequately consider 
economies. or technology in 
adopting pollution rules has 
been vindicated.”

Association, in commenting this 
week on A decision by the 
Illinois Appellate Court which 
invalidated key Illinois air 
pollution regulations.

further review rules governing 
particulate and sulfur dioxide 
emissions. 

The decision voiding Ilinois 
enforcement of the rules in 
question raises the possibility of 
federal enforcement under the 
Clean Air Act, Bergren said. 
But the decision is expected to 
be appealed to the Illinois 
Supreme Court.
